BRAZIL, CHILE EXAMINE MARITIME COOPERATION POTENTIAL

[Text] Brasiiia--Bbragil and Chile are etudying possible cooperation to 
develop the maritime lines of the two countries in the Pacific and 
Atlantic Oceans, The talks are being held by business groupe from the two 
countries, represented in the case of Brazil by Bragcilinvest. 


The basic concept involves the use of Chilean maritime lines by Brazilian 
groups interested in exporting to the Asian countries, since Chile has 
enterprises which have routes to Auetralia, The Chilean exporters in turn 
would utilize Brazilian lines to export raw materiale to Africa and Kurope, 


The two countries are trying, on the business level, to establish atill 
further complementary roles in the automotive parte sector (a part of what 
Brazil shipe would remain in Chile, a heavy importer of replacement parts), 
while the Brazilian importers would increase their purchases of cellulose 
($27 million U.S. last year) and neweprint ($12 million U.8. in 1979), as 
well as other producte, 


On the government level, the foreign offices of the two countries are 
atudying possible technical cooperation in the biomass sector, Chile, with 
large forest reserves, wante access to Brasilian technology, in exchange 
for know-how about the control of forest fires developed by that country, 


The two countries are further studying o11 cooperation (the production 
director of PETROBRAS [Brazilian Petroleum Corporation|, Marquee Neto, will 
travel to Santiago next month) through an agreement to be signed between 
PETROBRAS and the National Petroleum Enterprise (ENAP), whose president, 
Ernesto Silva, will visit Brazil before the end of the year, Cooperation ia 
to be made concrete on the level of machines supplied by Brazil in exchange 
for prospecting areas in the extreme southern part of Chile, as well ase gas,

ANDEAN NATIONS TO HOLD SUMMITS-- ta, 1 Aug (AFP)--The presidente of 
the Andean Pact countries, except for that of Bolivia, have agreed to 
hold two summits thie year to analyse integration problems, it was 
learned here today, e firet summit will be held in Cochabamba, 
Kouador, in the next few days on the occasion of the 150th anniversary 
of that country's independence. The other summit will be held in Sante 
Marta, Colombia, on 17 December on the 150th anniversary of the death 
of the liberator of the Andean countries, Caracas-born Simon Bolivar. 
The Andean Pact includes Colombia, Ecuador, Peru, Venezuela and Bolivia, 
but it te uncertain whether Bolivia will attend the scheduled summits. 
It has been reported here that everything will depend on whether Bolivia 
remaine @ part of the integration process and on the recognition of the 
military government which toppled President Lidia Gueiler a few weeks ago. 
Accord to reports here today, a third summit will be held in Caracas 
on 24 July 1963 on the occasion of the bicentennial of Bolivar's birth,

MADRID POLICE LDENTLVY SUSPECTS LN WOMAN'S DEATH

[Text] Two men of Argentine nationality are the principal suspects in 
the murder of a woman, whose body was discovered today in a Madrid apart- 
ment. 


Thie information was released to the EFE news agency by the police, who 
base their euspicions on documente found at the scene of the crime. 


The victim, approximately 50 years ago, was found half nude in the bed- 
room of the apartment in advance etate of decomposition. 


According to the police, the woman carried an Argentine passport in the 
name of Maria del Carmen Saing believed to be false. 


Identity 


As to the identity of the suspects, police are focusing their investiga- 
tion on Julio Cesar Ramirez, who rented the apartment and consequently 
had to turn in the paseport to do so, 


Ramirez ie accompanied by a friend, aleo of Argentine nationality, whose 
identity has yet to be established. 


The evente occurred last Sunday, when the two men visited the woman at her 
apartment. Later they ordered some drinks and placed a "Do Not Disturb" 
sign on the door, 


It is believed the murder took place early Sunday morning and that the 
suspect escaped through the window. The body was not discovered until 
the cleaning service person entered the apartment, having noted the sign 
on the door was still there after 2 days and havin, detected a disagree- 
able odor emanating from within.

[Question] To what do you attribute your unpopularity’ 


[Anewer|] Popularity ie « very important thing and a public individual must 
seek it, because when one has support and motivation one can always improve 
the conditions for governing. Very frankly, here in Sao Paulo I receive 
support of all kinds, from people of all classes, every day. This support 
ie significant to the point that the PDS, in the municipal sector, here in 
fao Paulo, the moat sensitive sector, where the base is, ie likely to be 
the only party, Then if the popularity of the government and the governor 
were #o low, if we could not rely on the support of the councilmen, they 
would be joining other parties, would they not? The largest federal bench 
in the Congress ia the PDS bench representing Sao Paulo, We have a con- 
fident majority in the Legielative Assembly, There has been no problem 
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at all in getting any proposal approved, except at the very beginning of 
the term, for demagogic reasons, 


[Question] But did you not withdraw your message proposing to change the 
capital? 


{[Anawer) 1 was not defeated. In the case in question, the board of 
officers, controlled by the PMDB [Brazilian Democratic Movement Party) 
simply would not allow the Justice Commission to examine the matter, and 
then it appointed a relator who, when the time had elapsed, did not submit 
@ report, The second and the third relatore aleo failed to report. 
Maneuvers and more maneuvers, When the 85th day came, there was no mor* 
time for voting. It was a tactical problem, I withdrew the message in 
order to prevent ite automatic rejection, 


[Question] Were there restrictions imposed by Brasilia?

Luis Carlos Prestes from the post of secretary general, according to the 
document, led "true communists” to found the committee ‘a Bahia, The docu- 
ment said that "a putative majority, coopted and not «iected, has seised 

the leadership" of the party, "depriving the secre*ary general of the 
conditions necessary for acting without conetrainc." 


The document saye further that the present leaders of the PCB "are keeping 
silent or taking the other side" in an effort to "change the course of the 
communist movement in our country, leading our party toward class concil- 
tation and abandoning the clase etruggle as the motive force of development 
in social changes." They accuse the leadership policy of "breaking the 
back" of the PCB, 


The document goes on to charre that the leaders are compromising on principle 
"to achieve legality for a party without moral fiber, one which abhorse the 
dictatorship of the proletariat and the clase struggle and compromises 
with the Brazilian dictatorship which remains a draconian security law." 


The document also stresses that the removal of the former secretary general 
was « blow “crowned with the career-oriented concerns of the pseudo- 
secretary elected, who was not even honorable enough to reject legal 
acceptance of the post, which does not belong to him, and which only the 
Seventh Congress can change." The removal of Luiz Carlos Prestes, according 
to the document, was "the greatest folly committed by this group."

Regarding the steps taken for medical care among the population at Murc lelago 
estate, officials of the Health Minietry indicated that they are working on 
the vaccination and treatment of those cases requiring control, but that in 
general there have not been any problems. 


There ie a possibility that many of the Salvadoran refugees who are in the 
country could undertake agricultural work with a permit from the Department 
of Migration. 


The director of that department, Rodolfo Quiros, said that there are at 
present close to 200 Salvadoran refugees, in addition to 231 peasants who 
arrived in Liberia last Saturday, installed in various specially prepared 
lodgings. 


Quiros stated that the Salvadorans located in different lodgings would be 
assembled and the possibility that they could devote themselves to agricul- 
tural work would be considered.

(Text) Costa Rica is a little coun with a great democratic 
tradition, We all know and unders this, and for that very 
reason, we don't want to lose our good record, Unfortunately, 
thie solid, respectable, and recognized democratic record 
could be shattered if the government and the authorities do 
not react efficiently and energetically when confronted with 
almost irrefutable evidence that the country has become a 
center for arme traffic in Central America, 


The strange —— that we are now discussing are 
serious, threatening s.

Right now we want to give 
the reader a summary of the most striking events. 


On 15 June 1980, a plane with Panamanian istration crashed 
in Salvadorm territory while 7* to deliver arms to the 
querrillas, This was start of a story that still has not 
been made as clear as it should have been, right from the 
beginning, and without holding anything back. 


The seriously wounded pilot, Cesar Rodriguez, was removed 
from El Salvador and taken to a clinic in ive. A few days 
later he gave, in Panama, a full confession, about which we 
have been able to learn only the following facts. He belonged 
to a group which he said was headed by a Costa Rican, which 
handled arms shipments within the territory of Central 
America, These arms were picked up in our national territory, 
















in particular at the airport of Tamarindo, and then wre 
taken by another plane and two other pilots, The Panamanian 
president, Aristides Royo, has offered to send the report 
of the complete investigation to the Costa Rican chief of 
atate, Rodrigo Carazo Odio, 


A few houre after thie accident, agents of the DIC (Criminal 
sureetagossen tment) confiscated a private vehicle on 
Calle Blancoe which contained a load of munition, It was 
then proved that thie munition had been removed from the air 
section of the Ministry of Security, from which §* had 
been removed upon “top level orders." 


A strange pattern of confusion has developed from the Costa 
Rican investigation: Involved in the investigation are the 
office of the attorney general, the DIC, the OIJ (Judicial 
Investigation Office), the National — Agency, the 
Legislative ne aes and now the Judicial Branch where, 
because of technical problems of a procedural nature, the 
case is 24 delayed until it is determined which court will 
handle the affair. 


While these confused events have been going on, one of the 
reons who is allegedly implicated--a posse employed by the 
inietry of Public 5 ecurityy-left for Miami and said he would 

not return to Costa Rica until the judicial authorities 
determine the problem of the a riate court. That ministry 
gave the pilot leave and all him to leave Costa Rica. 


The fog enshrouding these serious events is every day 
becoming thicker and more impenetrable. 


The vital Panamanian report which contains the full confession 
of Cesar Rodriquez has not reached Costa Rica. When President 
Carazo was asked about this, he replied that he had not been 
sent the report, even though this investigation is essential 
for the proper proceeding of the Costa Rican inquiry. 


Thus, with the facts simply stated, we now find the greatest 
discrepancy in the delay in send the report of the Pana- 
manian investigation, or perhaps, in the inertia of the Costa 
Rican “®vernment in requesting it with energy and speed, given 
the close cooperation that has always exis between the 

two governments. 


Along with this rnment apathy, the General Directorate of 
Civil Aviation, despite the fact that Costa Rican aircraft 














and alrporte are involved in thie affair, saya that it will 
not inveatiqate the matter, 


Inetead, further confusing these impenetrable events, it has 

been stated that no weapons have been lost from our national 

areenala, and then, a truly disconcerting explanation, it wae 
stated that now there are more weapons there than before, 


The questions we are asking today, impelled by an undeniable 
public interest, are alarming, When will the Panamanian report 
of the inveatiqation be requested? Ie there any plausible 
reason for thie delay? Where were the arma shipped from Costa 
Rica coming from? 


The government has disaplayed--and we do not doubt thie--ite 
interest in clearing up the facts, It ie time for it to act 
more quickly to do so,

should be soundly denounced because the nation is determined 
not to become involved in international adventures and to 
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prevent some people from getting rich through the saln of 
weapons whose purpose is to kill other human beings, 


It is our duty to state that the OIJ and DIC officials deserve 
congratulations inetead of reprimands and that they are earn- 
ing the gratitude of the Costa Rican people, 


We know that the laws on arms are old, with some of them 
dating back to before 16861, and consequentl *9 were do- 
signed for another type of society and people. For that 
reason, there are no explicit regulations covering arms regis: 
tration, since the legislators believed that a ban on their 
possession was sufficient, since it wouldn't occur to anyone 
to register wengene whose possession was absolutely illegal, 
nor did they think that anyone would work to collect these 
instruments of death, But still, from the very first moment, 
the law made a distinction between ordinary firearms and war 
weapons, stating that the latter could only be held by the 
erg ety authority, which is a logical, fair, and appropriate 
stinction, 


Given the times, the Legislative Assembly should now legislate 
on the possession of arms, imposing severe penalties on those 
who have in their possession war weapons of any type. Other- 
wise, under the pretext of collections, this country will be- 
come an armed focus for revolutionaries and gangsters of all 
sorts, who will claim to be only purchasing collections in our 
country.

Question) Don't you believe that, no matter how discreet

|[Anawer) Both Mr Mendez and Mr Calderon are presumed presi- 
dential primary candidates within Unity. moey have not yet 
announced this, but there are obviously political trends which 
are supporting them, I think that once they take on an open 
and organized campaign, they will resign from their positions, 


[Question|] It has been asked , 46 ministers who are 
vonsidered possible primary candidates from Unity, they are 
—25 working trips, which inevitably take on the nature of 
political trips? Don't you agree? 
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[Anawer) I can't judge that at all, It doesn't seem to me 
that they are using their positions as ministers for campaign 
purposes, I feel they are honorable and honest, and that 
they will in no way allow their subordinates or their staffs

(Question) There has recently been some talk of a political 
dialogue. How do you view this? 


[Anewer] Dialogue, in a system like ours, is both natural 

There are certain times in the life of peoples 
in which difficult, disturbing situations arise, It is both 
natural and necessary for everyone to try to work together to 
find solutions, That has happened in Costa Rica in the past, 
and I hope that it will ha now, and in the future, At 
difficult times for the nation partisan rivalries are put 
aside in order to seek ways of salvaging the situation.

lAnawer| | do not believe that it ie correct, Mr Araus has been one of the 
mat intelligent and honest men in the PLN [National Liberation Party} through- 
out ite entire exiatence, We are great friends and | am the first co recognise 
hin merite#, I only believe that special circamatances--involving a balance 
with the business sector=-caused the appointment to go to me, I sincerely 
believe that Mr Araus would have done a better job than I, 


[Question] Do you think that you are « bueineseman or a politician? 


[Anewer) Considering the situation in Costa Rica now, one cannot separate 
those two things, The PLN accomplished a firet phase during which it laid 
the foundations for a more just society, It enabled large population seg- 
mente to rise, The gross income ie now better distributed than it was 

20 or 40 yeare ago. In my opinion, the next phase must bring a jump in 
production, It i# necessary to support the business and industry sector as 
a whole eo that Costa Rica may be present on a1] markets, The conflict 
between the petroleum-producing countries and the industrialized countries, 
which we countries of the Third World are aleo suffering from, can be 
resolved by having Costa Rica preduce more, The channele for the distri- 
bution of wealth must be adjusted, I would say that I am more of a busi- 
neseman rather than « politician, Sut right now I believe in a policy of 
supporting business and induetry so that, tlrough production, we can 

end our fiecal deficit and reetore our balance of payments. 


[Question] We often heard Luise Albert Monge eay that he does not want any 
businesemen mixing in politice and viceversa, Are you the exception to the 
rule? 


[Anewer)] No. What Lute Albert ie saying ie that he does not agree with 
buseinesemen who meddle in politics and in government in order to eupport 
their own private deals. Ever since I started helping Monge, I stopped 
participating in government bidding invitations in epite of the fact that 
there are no lawe to prohibit that. My companies have no connections with 
government agencies and we are not resorting to bank loans. 


(Question) What will you do to prevent Monge's prolonged exposure as a 
candidate from reducing his popularity? 


[Anewer) Monge, one of the most skillful politicians | ever knew, has been 
exposed to public life for 30 years and his popularity keeps going up. He 
has a thorough knowledge of the soul of Costa Rica, of what the country 
needs, That will prevent hie image from deteriorating, We can see that 
already in the dialogue with the government, from which I believe he will 
emerge stronger. On the other hand, the Political Directorate and the 
parliamentary fraction together will aseume a preponderant posture in order 








Lo protect him againet any Lileintentloned persen who may go after bie 
candidacy. 


(Question) You talked about a dialogue, What do you mean by having « 
dialogue with the government? 


[Anewer) Making it see the mistakes it hae made and continues to make for 
the purpose of finding out whether tt te possible te correct them in order 
to extricate the country from the eituation in whieh it has been put ae a 
result, This ie done not only to come to an agreement on four or #ix 
bille, something which can be easily achieved in the assembly. If passing 
40 bille will enable Costa Rica to solve ite problems, then we will vote 
for them, But the dialogue ie more profound, It te simply suicidal to 
discourage production through @ neo-free-trade policy by raising interest 
rates for the producer to 18 percent, These are the elements of the dia- 
logue. le the adminietration prepared to change ite policies? Will it 
return to @ policy of production ineentives er will it continue to develop 
ideas which do not apply to « developing econemy? And then we have to 
talk about arms, le thie aimply a case of arms traffic encouraged by a 
few amugglere who want to make money or te Costa Rica intervening in the 
politics of other countries? Le the adminietration ready to keep Costa 
Rica neutral or does tt want to turn it into abridgehead for the revolutton th 
Central America? Another question fe thiet Why does it threaten the in- 
dustrial sector with taking custome protection away from it? That would 
leave the country's industries at the merey of the foreign industries and 
the more powerful countries, Besides, thie diecourages investment and 
creates more unemployment and recession, le the president ready to ahan- 
don « campaign attitude and act ae the president of all the people of 
Costa Rica? These are things that are more profound than just paseing 
bille in the Legislative Assembly. 





[Question] Who, in your judgment, ie the dominant “brains” of the PLN? 
[Anewer}) Right now, that would be Lute Alberto Monge. 


[Question] Some people believe that there is no absolute contro! within the 
PNL but rather division and a bitter fight for shares of power. tiow would 
you deacribe that situation? 


[Anewer|) I would not say that. The PLN hae always been a multiclass, 
pluraliet party and therefore there have alwaye been different currents

[Anawer) The two former presidente quite logically carry considerable 
weight among public opinion and their ideas have to be taken into account, 
But the candidate has been absolutely at liberty to decide in accordance 
with hie own opinion, They are only consultants but they will not have-- 
nor do they seek--the power to force decisions upon the candidate, 


[Question] Do you believe that the country ie being affected hy the total 
absence of leaders and that it te fluctuating between complete optimiem 
and peseimiem for that reason’ 


[Anewer) This is not a case where the leadership ia absent--we are now 
renewing our leaders, In some way, the ban on presidential reelection 

has turned former presidents into important leadership elements, I believe 
that Monge will be a leader for many years, Others will emerge from the 
Unity [Coalition], What we need ie political maturity to realize that 
Costa Rica ie a whole and that it fe not a country that is born and then 
comes to an end every 4 years, 


[Question) Several presidential hepefule were mentioned in connection with 
the Unity Coalition, Who do you believe would be the most dangerous rival 
to Lute Alberto Monge? 


[Anewer] The coming elections will be decided through « vote for a group 
of peraone headed by Monge. I would not say that any of them alone would 
have any chance because of what I would call the public opinion movement 
which te above the virtues that any of them might have. 


[Question) The convention campaign of the Unity Coalition introduced hopefuls 
into the race for the nomination who are not officially candidates. They 
included two ministers, Do you believe, as some people say, that thie is 
illegal and that it permite a certain exploitation of powers which somebody 
might have by virtue of the fact that he te in the government’? 


[Anewer) When a minister decides te go into politics, he must simply re- 
sign because that ie what the law saye. Not because he would he gaining 

an advantage for himeelf. The sooner the ministers who are hopefule resign, 
the better it will be for the country's health. 


[Question] Ae a bueineseman, how would you describe the country's current 
economic and social situation? 











lAnewer| I would say that it te rather difficult, I do not see any plane 
to increase the ou'put, Important projects, euch ae fuel aleoho) produc~ 
tion, have been paralysed, The social situation ie a consequence of the 
deteriorating economic situation, If the country does not step up ite 
output, tt will not be able to support necessary things, euch as the uni-~ 
veraities, They are divorced from the production process, The bureau 
cratic etrata have 4 statue to maintain--something which I believe tn 
plauetble--but they are aleo connected with production, To elevate 25 
percent of the population who live in eubhuman conditions, you have to 
work and produce more, There ie no other alternative, Inetability is due 
to dangerous maladjustmente deriving from the abeence of an adequate dia- 
tribution of wealth and, right now, of the output.

EDUCATIONAL REGLONALIZATION PRAISED 
San Jose LA NACION in Spanish 6 Aug 80 p 6 


{[Text) At the eleventh meeting of the Inter-American Council for Kducation, 
Sclence and Culture (CEICC) held in Bogota from 27 June to 2 Auguat thie year, 
the Costa Rican system of regionalizing education was considered one of the 
best that te being used in Latin America, 


This was reported by Dr Maria Bugenia Dengo who was elected firet vice preai- 
dent of that meeting. She headed the Government delegation which alro includ- 
ed: Mr Marvin Herrera, Viceminiater; Mr Alexis Molina, of the MEP [Expansion 
not given], and Mr Luise Guardia from the Costa Rican Embassy in Colombia, 


According to the Minister [Dengo] during the meeting there wae a tendency to 
favor regionalization in the sphere of education and added: “in thie field 
Costa Rica occupies an advanced position because we view regionalisation from 
an integrated point of view which includes quantity, quality, intersectoral 
relations as well as the administrative aspect." 


According to the Minister of Education the effort of many countries to con- 
vert the Latin American continent “into the torch of civilisation now that 
Europe ie undergoing a period of decadence" was also well-known, 


On the other hand Dr Dengo submitted some proposals so that among the program 
orientations for the next biannual CEICC meeting statements be included which 
emphasize the importance of women and at the same time studies be coordinated 
with the Inter-American Women's Commission (CIM) for the creation of an 
office that would systematically promote the intellectual development and 

the participation of women,

LOCAL INDIANS I88UR WARNING ON NEW MINING CODE 
San Jose LA NACION in Spaniah 2 Jul 60 p 4A 


(Text) Representatives of the native communities of Talamanca, 
Guaimi, Boruca, Terraba, Guatuso, and Cabecar —— morn- 
ing, meeting at the Minietry of Culture, Youth, and § porte, 
warned that thege is a danger that the native cultures may be 
destroyed if the mining @ bill is passed without the neces~ 
gary modifications, 








The meeting was called the Native Association of Costa 
Rica and 4 the General Directorate of Youth, headed by Jose 
Roberto riguez Quesada, 


The concern of those attending is focussed on the fact that, 
if the bill ie passed, there will be no measures designed to 
help the native peoples in the area of land holdings, as the 
bill provides that mineral resources are the property of the 
atate absolutely, 


But the factor of greatest concern in the Mining Code draft 
ie that it destroys the Native Law, considered those af- 
—* to be their “principal war horse" for defending their 
rights, 


On thie itesue Jose Carlos Morales, a member of the Association, 
pointed out that one of the articles of the bill calle for 
the annulment of any legal means available. 


"If approved without the necessary modifications,” added the 
native spokesman, “it would mean annihilation of a social 
group, since it provides no beneficial measures in cases of 
expropriation in order to extract mineral resources," 
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That ia why the Indians visited the Legislative Assembly 
in order to ask its members to return the bill to committee, 


The response of the deputies was apparently positive, That 
was reported by Dr Rafael Alberto Grillo, president of the 
congress, who told them that once it comes up for debate this 
coming week, it will be sent back to committee, since there 
are many ceforma pending. 


For that reason, Jose Carlos Morales and Adenil Zamora, as 
well as other members of the #ssociation will be telling the 
legislators of the dangers inherent in the bill, if protec- 
tive measures are not provided, 


"We do not disagree with legislation on this matter," stated 
Adenil Zamora, “nor are we motivated by extremist political 
positions, Quite on the contrary, we are fighting for the 
he to live, since the right to property, the future of a 
culture, and even the protection of nation's ecological 
resources are at stake, since protective measures are not 
included in this bill," 


A Single Voice 


In order to alert people and explain in detail how the Native 
Law is being violated, the various native communities elected 
representatives so that, once united in a single voice, they 
could carry out their duty. 


The active participants had their first show of force yester- 
day, in the press conference at which the following persons 
spoke,explaining their objections: Rito Stewart Morales of 
Talamanca; Jose Isabel Roja of Salitre de Buenos Aires; Rafael 
Bejarano of Guaimi; Fermin Rojas of Boruca; and Manuel 
Villanueva of Terraba, 


The main concern of these speakers was centered on the fact 
that 50 percent of the native population lacks identity papers. 


Having no identification documents makes any transaction, 
employment, or legal proceeding difficult. In case of any 
removal, expropriation, or abuse, they are limited in their 
access to legal recourses, since they are not listed as 
Costa Rican citizens, 


That is one of the points which, in theory, the Native Law 
covers, Nonetheless, all agreed that the legislation is 
"defective," at least in practice. And as an example they

cited the problema they have in selling their producta, the 
lack of land and suitable housing, the lack of decent wedi~ 
cal care and communicattona, 


Education 


On the subject of education, they pointed out the importance 
of encouraging an educational system that promotes the con-~ 
servation of cultural identity, Yor that purpose they asked 
that teachers from their own communities be trained so that 
education will be beneficial to the students, as to date the 


models developed have only made children ashamed of their 
own culture, 


"The native ia the great unknown element in Costa Rica; foreign 
Cultures are studied, but an appreciation of our own races is 
not ineuleated,"” That was one of the statements frequently 

repeated yesterday, along with: "They treat us like relica but 


do not recognize our rights," or: "The promises repeated over 
and over just stay on paper," 


All these problems, to which the Mining Code without modifica- 
tion would add, would worsen the situation of the native Costa 
Rican, That is the belief shared by the members of the Asso- 
ciation, who also criticized the concept implicit in the 
legislation that “the native has no reason protest." 


After summing up the problems of each community, Adenil Zamora 
explained the goals of the “ssociation: self-management pro- 
jects, better education and technical —2*8 for working 

the land, unity and solidarity with other native peoples of 
—— America, and the promotion of a more effeo~-

The proposed Code presented for the consideration of the National Assembly 
lw the result of continuing in-depth work that began in 1969, based on the 
analyate and atudy done by the Legal Studies Committee of the Central Con- 
mittee of the party, 


The need to have new motor vehicle legislation responding to Cuba's devel- 
opment and to the text of the aforementioned Vienna Conference, of which our 
country te a eignatory, wae fores|.adowed in a Preliminary Code in 1976, 
drafted by the Subcommittee for the Study of Transit Problems created by the 
Political Bureau of the party, 


In later years, work continued on the Preliminary Code and in 1976, the Tem- 
porary Committee of the National Assembly, which examined transit problems, 
extended it, The new version of the document wae submitted to all organiza- 
tions of the Central Administration, provincial executive committees of the 
People's Government and to political, social and masse organizations for the 
purpose of gathering opinions and suggestions. 


The 243 proposed additions, modifications or deletions were analyzed by the 
Transit Subcommittee and the Temporary Committee and most were retained in 
A new vereion, 


The Internal Order Committee in charge of drafting the final version created 
a work group made up of specialists, technicians, professionals and jurists, 
The newly corrected and perfected version once again circulated among all 
deputies and organizations, On this occasion, 336 opinions were gathered, 


The basis for the drafting of the proposal was the UN Conference on Highway 
Traffic, the Convention on Highway Circulation and the Convention »n Road 
Signe, These documents were ratified by the Cuban Government in 1973 and 
the inetrument of adherence was filed with the secretary general of the 
United Nations in 1977, 


Discussion and Judgment 


Deputy Raul Rodriguez, as acting president of the Internal Order Committee, 
read the judgment containing 22 modifications of the proposal in question, 


Roa then read each proposed change and at the end of each one of them, asked 
how many agreed or disagreed, "Those in agreement with the Commission's 
proposal raise their hands," repeated the acting president of the National 
Assembly, who wae aided by Jose Aranaburo, secretary of the inetitution, 
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"The Ivraltle Code should give rise to a lively debate," Roa observed, "inae- 
mich as thie tasue affects everyone and responds to one of the country's 
urgent requirements," 


The firat eight modifications were approved and the debate itself began with 
4 discussion of the proposal relating to the use of freight vehicles for the 
nee carrying of persons involved in recreational activitie:. 


The first person to ask for the floor was Deputy Pablo Hernandes lelio from 
Santa Crug del Norte, who argued that parents going to see their children 
attending farm achools should be able to use such means of transportation. 


At the urging of Roa, Raul Rodriguez said that he aleo agreed with the pro- 
posal, In this respect, he said that authorigation is often given for the 
hauling of persons to the beach in trucks, 


Julio Camacho Aguilera then asked for an analyeis of types of vehicles used 
for such purposes since semitrailers damage beaches because of their great 
weight. In addition, he said that these vehicles get only & kilometers per 
gallon of gasoline, 


Marta Lugtoyo of Central Havana then expressed her opinion that the text 
should authorize the utilization of freight transport means in both cases, 
although with the proper regulations, 


Jose Lianusa, deputy from Cardenas, emphasized that there should be no 
further authorization of the use of such means of transport for all poltti- 
cal and recreational activities, Continuing his speech, he argued that 
trucks should be able to be used, for example, to carry daily adminiatrators 
participating in specific meetings. 


For his part, Eddy Fernandez Boada of Contramaestre said that there should 
not be an increase in the use of freight transport means and Argilio Savon, 
from the municipality of Nuevitas, thought that such vehicles are being 


used for the purpose in question even if not authorized by the Code because 
of inadequate bus capacity, 


Deputy Ramiro Valdes expressed the opinion that the text should be drafted 
in the same way and that the Ministry of Interior could set forth the addi- 
tional provisions solving the case, 


Juan Almeida supported Camacho's position and emphasized that a clear dis- 
tinction should be made between panel trucks and pickups, on the one hand, 
and tiailers, emphasizing that the ‘**ter should not be used. 


The next speak was Vilma Eepin, who ..+ «Jd that on occasions, panel trucks 
for food were used to carry people, whi +jnould not continue, 


Specifically referring to the proposal of Ramiro Valdes, Deputy Jesus Montane 
waid thac it was not viable because if the Code does net authorize it, no addi- 
tional clause can, 
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Commander in Chief Videl Gastro then apoke to suggest that the phrase “and 


other duly regulated activities” be added to the text on the um of freight 
vehicles, 


koa expressed the opinion that thie proposal would simplify the problem and 


provide an adequate solution, Thie part of the document was approved by the 
deputies, 


The reat of the Commiaston's proposals, contained in the document, were alao 
approved following epeeches by Maximo Andion from astern Havana, Marta 
Peres from Guineas, Jose Ramon bocarras, deputy from Jimaguayu, and other 
deputies, 


Discuseton of Proposed Code 


Onee the preceding proposal wae approved, the debate itwalf began on the 
proposed Trafft. Code, 


Josefina Rebellon immediately expressed her concern over the requirement 
eatabliahed by the document to use seatbelts at every front seat of light 
passenger vehicles when there te a general lack of such equipment, 


haul Rodrigues then explained that the proposed Code itwelf states in ite 
final provisions that the Mintetry of Intertor will determine when that 
specific requirement should go into effect, precisely because of the fact 
pointed out by the deputy, 


Alfonso Afon, Clenfuegos, then spoke and argued that the new Traffic Code 
should be made readily available to the public ao that people may become 
familiar with it, 


Roa waid that ainee the Code will not go into effect until January 1961, 
auffictent time extate to make the text available, 


Yranciaco Gonsales, fram fongowLa Maya, then rateed hie hand and expressed 
hie coneern over a powerful semitratiler truck now being built in Cuba, The 
vehicle will oveupy @ major portion of the road, which in his opinion could 
be in contradiction with articles of the Code, 


haul Rodrigues explained that the Mintetry of Interior is authorized by the 
text itee,f to grant spectal permission when such a vehicle, designed to 
carry heavy loade, muat use the roada, 


The number of persona which the new Code authorizes to be carried by motor- 
cycles with or without a elidecar waa the concern expressed by Uduardo Ber- 
nabe Ordas, from hoyeros, who underlined the danger involved when an entire 
family, ineluding children, travel on one cycle, 


Speaking once again, Kaul Rodrigues waid that the proposed Code clearly 
eatabliahes that motorcycles or scootere can carry the driver in hie seat, 
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ome person behind him, If the vehtele Le equipped for the purpose, am! 
another passenger in the eidecar, if there Le one, 


The (iret paragraph of proposed Article 54 gave rise to @ broad and tater: 
eating discussion, The paragraph states that one cannot drive a motor 
vehicle “when enough alcoholic beverages have been ingested eo that their 
effects diaturb the ability to drive, 


Vilma Kepin Chought that tt te dangerous that the text should be wo open 


wince the tngeation of alcoholic beverages te the frequent cause of ‘raft ic 
accidenta, 


in this connection, Raul Rodrigues agreed that in principle, it would be 


4 positive thing for "the formulation to be more categorical” and tndicated 
that the Penal Code should aleo be modified, 


Koa emphasized that we are in the presence of an obvious fact. An adequate 
solution te urgent and it is necessary to be more etrict on thie matter, 


Kaul Rodrigues added the opinion that the question could perhaps be studied 
jointly by the Internal Order Committee and the Conetitutional and Lega! 
Aitaics Committee, 


"We must be atiffer on this,” Jesue Montane said, 


Alberto Galvigu, deputy from Plaga, echoed the concern of Vilma Repin and 
suggested that it be absolutely forbidden to drive when alcoho! has been 
consumed, He also said that the study could be made in a matter of hours 
in order to reconcile the wording proposed with the existing Penal Code. 


Jowe R&R, Machado Ventura sald that the problem wae « practical one and that 
while it te necessary to establish the norm, the wording should not be 
totally closed, 


This was also the opinion of Carmen Serrano from La Palma. 


Deputy Faustino Peres argued for the establishment of a distinction tn the 
cases of dilvers of vehicles carrying large numbers of persons and those 
carrying only a few. He added that the ingestion of alcohol should be 


absolute in the case of the former but that a certain flexibility be allowed 
for the latter. 


Expanding on the topic, Juan B, Benitez (Old Havana) emphasized that the 


most important thing te to eave lives and that consequently, he argued for 
an absolute ban on driving when drinking. 


for his part, Antonio Nunez Jimenez (Placetas) thought that no dietinetion 
should be made between large and emall vehicles. 


Elia Garcte Patino (Placetas) said that the ban on driving after drinking 
alcoholic beverages would not be observed and would cause problems, “The 
article ie well-written now," he said, 
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Adulto tegdadt (lague de Taname) said that the ban should not be absolute 
because the measure would be violated by « high number of perwow, ie 


aleo eald that he thought Lt proper to establish some kind of regulation 
on the matter, 


Vilma Keapin inelated that a tigereus stand should be taken and that no 
legal precept should be passed making It possible to drive vehicles after 
drinking, She sald that lawyers and doctors should analyse the level of 
atrictnese necessary, 


After warning of the effects caused by drinking, Alberto Galviau eaid that 
accidents caused by persone who have been drinking are undentable serious. 


Jose M. Brito (Mariel) argued that all the rigor of the law be applied to 
drivers causing accidents because of aleunol, 


Vauetino Peres explained that it te very difficult to control auch things 
and that to his opinion, the wording proposed by the proposed Traffic Code 
le acceptable for all cases in general, We repeated that the law should 
be stricter when it te « question of masa traneport, 


Deputy Reina Frometa (Cerro) eald that in cases of accidents caused by the 
ingestion of alcoholic beverages, the person responsible should be harehly 
punished and no organtsation should be allowed to intervene in his favor. 


Hector M, Rojas Brusgon (Puerto Padre) thought, based on his own experience 
in an area of hie municipality near a beach, that it ie dangerous to grant 
freedom for persons who have consumed alcoholic beverages to drive vehicles, 


Osvaldo Dorticos then took the floor to recall that the previous Traffic 
Code had different wording from the current proposal and said that "we have 
apparently taken a softer position" on thie matter, He thought that admin- 
ietrative fines should be imposed in cases in which persons drive motor 
vehicles after consuming alcohol and naturally, that the law should be 
atrictly applied when accidents result from driving under the influence, 


A recess followed these remarks, 


Afternoon Session 


Before the afternoon session began, Fidel engaged in a lively dialog with 

a group of deputies on some of the mattera being analysed and discussed by 
the Assembly. He also apoke about other current tesues and mentioned the 
successful sugar cane cleanup operation, a task involving 86,000 caballerias 
[1 ecaballeria = 33.2 acres), guch more than last year, 


At 1500 hours, the session resumed with a continuation of the debate on 
paragraph | of Article 54 of the Traffie Code, Vollowing a apeech by Fidel, 
the Assembly approved the drafting of a new paragraph by 4 committee in 
order to tnelude everything dlecussed, 











There had previously been other speeches, 


Deputy Osmany Clentuegow proposed several modifications, including adding 
4 paragraph epectfying that the driver of a vehicle involved in an accident 
should be presumed to be guilty, unless it Le proved otherwise, 


Santiago Alvares said that Cuba te net an alcoholic nation and atated that 
accidents caused because of the consumption of alcoholic beverages are in 
seventh place on the scale, However, Alvarez recognised the complexity of 
the matter under discussion, 


Yor hie part, Deputy Jose R, Lamar (Bejueal) said that he agreed with the 
proposal made by Vilma Keapin and added that our laws have always benef ited 
the great majority of the people, 


Marta Lugloyo (Central Havana) requested information on the percentage of 

accidents caused because of the ingestion of alcoholic beverages. She war 
informed that in 1979, the figure wae 3,1 percent, meaning 33) fewer than 

in 1978 for the same reason, 


Armando Hart recalled that the policy in general ite that in the penal order, 
atricter legislation than in the Traffic Code ie usually enacted and that 
that criterion should be taken into account, 


Nieves Varona (Guira de Melena) asked for clarification of the Penal Code 
and she wae told that (tt wae in keeping with the proposed Traffic Code. 


in further remarks, Vilma Kepin eaid that there could be two types of 
punishments: one when the ingestion of aleoholic beverages causes an acci~ 
dent and another when no alcohol te tnvolved, 


Carlos Rafael Rodrigues asked for the floor and in hie remarks, said that 
we should take the epecific conditions of our country into account, that 
a puntehment not sanctioned by the people should not be established. He 
was in favor of an alternative to the two extreme positions on the matter, 


Osvaldo Dorticos spoke and, among other legal considerations on the subject, 
said that the most prudent thing would be to postpone a decision, 


Fidel's Speech 


Deputy Fidel Castro spoke and told deputies that although he knew the dis- 
cussion was very divided, he thought he should give an opinion “rather than 
simplying saying that there te a division." 


"¥rom a moral point of view, | would go eo far as t prohibit the use of 
aleoholle beverages by those driving, under any circumstances." 


He went on to say that thie was not realistic and added that he himself had 
often proposed that much harsher legislation should be passed, "I am of 








the opinion that our Penal Code Le weak and we approved it, The puntehments 
are reduced and we approved it, 


"Il believe that some crimes have remained up in the air, eo to speak,” he 
aid, 


Fidel expressed the opinion that our Penal Code was wrong to reduce the pun- 
iehment to 20 years, "I am convinced of this," 


He also said that other puntehments were reduced, 


He stressed the idea that he thought the lLawe should be more severe, "eape- 
Clally those that defend the Revolution, and next, the laws that defend the 
interests of the socialist state and the people, the interests of our ao- 
clety. 


"Tl am aleo convinced that we should wage an even harder and more consistent 
atruggle against the lumpen and all the antisocial elements, againet that 
entire category of people," 


Fidel said that this problem could not be analyzed from only the moral point 
of view “because from the moral point of view, we could examine the damage 
done by tobacco and it may do much more damage than the accidents we are 
mentioning here -- as shown by any set of statistica — but we know that we 
cannot prohibit people from amoking." 


Dwelling on thie idea, he said that “we cannot stop people from smoking, 
even though stopping would not only be a tremendous benefit to health, but 
to the economy as well, 


"We could say that the benefits we would reap from not smoking would amount 
to tense of millions of dollars," he emphasized, 


"My fear te that we shall be approving prohibitions that later run the risk 
of not being obeyed, of being systematically disobeyed." And he added: 
"That is what we must analyze." 


Fidel said that he wae not concerned about pot arriving at total prohibition 
"because we still have time to do eo” and he added that he was not sure 

that the preceding (Code) had prohibition, except by induction, since there 
wae the 20-peso fine, 


Fidel referred to the diverse proposale formulated by Faustino Perez, Wil- 
liam Galvez and Antonio Nunez Jimenez and said that what another comrade 
had stated before the Assembly was true, The problem does not affect all 
the people because “not all the people have automobiles, 


"It ie aleo true that it affects many of us present to a greater extent, 
many of ue who have responsibilities and who have automobiles," 
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lie added that "there are alao comrades here who we might say do not have 
to be concerned in any way about the law because we never drive or almost 
nwver drive, having comrades drive our care for use," 


Fidel said that there were tens of thousands of other persons, technictans 
and professional persons who have purchased care and who go to restaurants 
to have 4 glase of beer at lunchtime, "Then there are thousands and thou- 
sande of other workers now buying vehicles, not automobiles, but motorcycles." 


lie wald that last year, 20,000 motorcycles were sold and that over 20,000 
have been sold thia year, 


"There will come a time when we shall have hundreds of thousands of persons 
with motor vehicles or cycles, 


"In other words, the problem te bound to become more complex and we do not 
know ~~ at least, | do not know — how in practice a so-called total prohibi~- 
tion would work unless, on the other hand, alcoholiem were to become a real 
problem for our Revolution," 


le went on to say that he did not believe there was any other country with 
less alcoholiam than our own and added that "the level of accidents due to 
aicoholte beverages ta not very high. 


"Although naturally, if there are only a thousand such persons with these 
problems, morally we would have to be concerned about them." 


Referring to a speech by Francisco Gonzales, Fidel seid that "what Pancho 
meant iw that the number of accidents resulting because of the irresponsi- 
bility of people ts infinitely higher than the number resulting from these 
things, from a lack of ekill, a lack of etrictness in the matter of Li- 
censes, Violations of traffic laws." 


Keturning to the subject of motorcycles, he eaid that "one of the things we 
proposed wae that they should not be distributed in the capital” and added 


that “only certain factories on Ghe outekirte of the capital receive motor- 
cycles, 


"All motoreycles are diatributed in the interior,” he said. 


"Il remember that | was always concerned about motorcycles being sold in this 
country because | know that their sale causes who knows how many accidents, 
and | am truly horrified when | eee in the street a motorcycle with a side- 
car carrying « woman and two or three children." 


Fidel said that one day, while traveling from Bejucal to Quivican tn order 
to vieit a farm, he saw a campesino on a motorcycle with his wife and three 
children, “He was waving at everyone; he waved at every person that went by. 
When | passed him, | told him, "Don't wave! Drive slowly!'" 

















Parenthetically, Fidel added the information that a railroad track crosses 
that particular road three times within 2 kilometers because "no one has 

yet had the idea of proposing that the line be straightened eo that it would 
croae the highway only once, 


He also said that in Clego de Avila, he had met another campenino traveling 
with hie family on a motorcycle “and very enthuslastically, in a very revolu- 
tionary mood, he was greeting everyone around,” Fidel had aleo told him 

to "go alow,” but “he didn't go very slow even then!" 


Referring to the sales of motorcycles, Fidel said that if one were to act in 
a truly conservative and moral way, motorcycles would not be sold, 


"And yet, workers in factories and many other places want motorcycles, In 
many cases, they need them because of transportation probleme in many sugar 
cane mill areas and where there are industries in the interior, It would be 
imponsible for us to say, ‘We simply are not going to sell motorcycles,'" 


He explained that this meant that many more workers are going to have vehi- 
clea and "Il wish that we could obtain emall vehicles for technicians and also 
for akilled warkersa and Laborers. 


"It can be assumed that as time passes, a greater number of persone will have 
vehicles," 


Fidel went on to say that it is true that when a larger number of individuals 
have vehicles, “we shall have to be etricter and more rigorous in all these 
transport problems, 


"Ll am saying all of thie because I do not think that we should arrive at 
absolute prohibition but rather, at a nearly absolute regulation — that is, 
very different from what we have, There must be very reetrictive regula- 
tion so that we shall not have a situation of thousands or perhaps tense of 
thousands of persons committing that infraction every day and so that we 
shall not have to call in the police because what elee could we do?" 


Hie added that what Osemany said ie true: How is the problem to be controlled 
in practice? 


Fidel said that there could be a wording discouraging anyone drinking [rom 
driving motor vehicles. “But in addition, I do believe that there should > 
total prohibition when workers are on the job or in the case of persons 
driving vehicles carrying freight or passengers." 


He admitted that although it ie true that an individual driving a motor- 
cycle can kill someone, there ise no doubt that there is a greater danger 
when a driver of a Saitiago-Havana bus on a narrow road has had three or 
four beers on the road, or when a semitrailer truck driver has had three or 
four beers on the road, 
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"Le ta much more dangerous even than when a pereon riding « motorbike or 
cycle hae had three beers," 


Going further, he sald that "it seems to me that there te greater responsi- 
bility when an individual is providing a service for the population than 


when a person ta going to the beach on a weekend on his motorcycle or in 
hie car, 


"le ts undeniable that there is more responsibility involved when a bus 

ie carrying 100 persons to the beach than when an individual takes hie [ an- 
lly to the beach in an automobile, It te undeniable that a comrade carrying 
50 persona in a truck has more responsibility than another individual in a 
car, There can be no doubt about it, Wo matter what happens, whether a 
driver te taking workers to a mobilisation, families to a school or workers 
to a place of recreation, that individual has greater responsibility,” 


Fidel said that he would make some distinction between the cases, for exam- 
ple, greater atrictness in the case of an individual driving a bus with 100 
passengers than in the case of * person driving @ personal automobile with 
the family. "And naturally, the responsibility must be established every 

time there ta an infraction or an accident ae an aggravating circumstance," 


He said that these were the ideas that he would defend and that he thought 

it wae hie duty to propose this criterion: an absolute ban on the ingestion 
of aleoholte beverages whenever a vehicle carrying passengers or freight 

is involved, Likewise, the driver of a vehicle should be prohibited from 
consuming any quantity of alcohol that might affect his ability to drive, 

no matter how amall, if it can be seen that hie ability to drive ta affected, 


"This te not absolute prohibition,” Pidel emphasised, “but it ia highly re- 
atrictive,” 


lie emphasized that there should aleo be a prohibition of the consumption 

of alcoholic beverages for drivers of private vehicles in any amount affect- 
ing the ability to drive “because naturally, Vilma (Eepin) and Santiago 
(Alvarez) have said that even a little alcohol affects reflexes, liowever, 
thie hae not been shown or certified by any epectaliet,." 


Hie added that if what Vilma and Santiago claim ie true, than this condition 
amounts to absolute prohibition: any quantity affecting the ability to 
drive, “If a cuble centimeter of beer affects the ability to drive, then 
we would have prohibition,” he reflected, 


"Consequently, this does not bind us and with respect to regulation and with 
all the grounds we need, we can be ae rigorous ae we wish, and if it te 
actentiftecally shown, then we are applying thie principle in our regulation 
or applicatton, 


"In other words, we even have time with a formulation of thie type, It 
should even be drafted to be atricter and then add that no matter how emal! 
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the quantity, the tageation of aleohol will always be conaldered an agura- 
vating clroumatance in case of traffile accidents or violations, It will 
alwaye be an ageravating clroumatance because what the law ta almed at above 
all te to prevent accidents from oeourring." 


Fidel apecifled that he wae expressing these ideas, not eo that they would 
be included, but rather, "“sinee many comrades have given their opinions one 
way or another, | aleo wanted to give my opinion on the matter," 


He added that the committee or group in charge of the final draft could 
bring tte proposal to the session tomorrow (today), whether Lt ta deemed 
that total prohibition te the anewer or if Osmany's proposal should be fol- 
lowed or if the opinions expresa.d here should be included, 


"These are the ideas that | wanted to express," Fidel said, 


At the conclusion of his remarks, general applause from the deputies was 
heard in the Assembly, 


After 1600 hours and following Fidel's apeech, Raul Roa submitted the idea, 
for the subsequent approval of the Assembly, that the Internal Order and 
Public Health committees should meet to examine the ideas expressed by Videl 
and the other deputies and arrive at a new formulation, The new proposal 
will be submitted for the consideration of delegates at today's morning 
session (Thureday), following which the Traffic Code will be voted upon, 


International Activities 


Aleida March, deputy from Manicaragua and chairwoman of the International 
Relations Committee of the National People's Government Assembly, read a 
report on the international activities of that organ during the period from 
January to June of thie year, 


The document atates that the internacional activities of the National Assem- 
bly during that 6-month period took place within an international context 
marked by a multifaceted eacalade of American tmperialiam, which has 

brought the world to the brink of war and one of whose centers has been 

the aggressive and provocative campaign againat the Cuban Revolution and 
national liberation movements in the Caribbean, eapectally El Salvador, 
Nicaragua, Jamaica and Granada, 


Reference was also made to taske completed by the Parliamentary Group of the 
National Assembly at the Advisory Meeting of Soctaliat Countries held in 
Hulgaria in February, the session of the Interparliamentary Councit! held 

in Oslo, Norway, and working vieite made: to the Finniah Parliament, the 
meeting of governore of the great cities of the world held in Milan, 
Italy, and the work of the Parliamentary Group for Peace of the National 
Assembly held in Helainki, References were aleo made to bilateral exchanges 
with other countries, by virtue of which various visiting delegations 
traveled to Cuba, 
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Veople'sa Supreme Court 


Hubsequentiy, the judgment of the Report of the People's Supreme Court for 
1979 wan submitted for discussion by Deputy Marta Lugioyo, 


Jowe M, Castillo (Matanzas) opened the discussion by noting the number of 
appeals heard by the People's Provincial Courts, He said that out of 
13,638 appeala, 5,739 had been accepted, and the judgment expressed the 


opinion that there were atill deficiencies in the quality of work of the 
municipal courte, 


"Nevertheless," Deputy Castillo said, "we hove learned that certain criteria 


have heen proposed relating to the ways in ».ich these cases ‘with grounds’ 
have been evaluated," 


ie then asked whether the National Assembly's Constitutional and Legal 
Atfaira Committee had, when expressing the opinion that there are deficien- 


clea of the muntetpal courte, taken into consideration the criteria which 
the municipal courte had used, 


Deputy Marta Lugloyo answered that the data provided were reflected in the 
report of the Supreme Court but that nowhere was it stated whether the 
criterta of the muntetpal courte were taken into account in drafting the 
report. 


She added that the Committee had come to the conclusion that there are defi- 
clenctes because if, out of 13,000 appeals, only a little over 5,000 had 
been accepted aw being ‘with grounds,’ then the percentage ie high, meaning 
that when an appeal was made to the highest court, it wae considered that 
the ruling at the lower level was ineorrect, 


Deputy Castillo once again apoke to express certain difficulties faced by 
the muntetpal courts, such as the lack of proof and documents in the records 
and the fatlure to keep records up to date, He disagreed with the Commit- 
tee's evaluation of the municipal courte. 


Deputy Rafael Valdes (Moron) then spoke on the same subject, pointing out 
that although he was not aware of the situation described by Deputy Castillo 
relating to the country, “we do have eloquent proof that the problems in 
Clego have essentially occurred at the Level of the province." 


lie said that Lt was necessary to talk with comrades on the courte in the 
provinces because they did not take a group of factors into account. 

The technical aspect was sometimes given more consideration -- that is, a 
period, a comma, a word — in judging someone, even when it was known that 


the individual wae a criminal, than the very reason why the person was being 
tried, 


He added that based on what Marta Lugioyo had eaid, the Committee based ite 
work on the data of the report, meaning that a quantitative rather than 











a qualitative analyele had been made, Deputy Kdilia Cordero (Venesuela) 
echoed the concern of Castillo and Deputy Gloria Rule Evhemendia (Minas) 
later referred to the situation existing in the judgment with respect 

to accused persons being provistonally held in prison, in which case "every 
15 days, an examination must be made of cases having exceeded 60 days in the 
oral trial phase.” She asked for an explanation of the situation, since 

the judgment does not contain one, not even in the recommendations made, 


Lugioyo said that the measure proposed in the report wae in the judgment 
but that there was no analyais Of how it te carried out, 


She said that page 22 of the report refers to a recommendation which the 


Supreme Court has made ©) ite magietrates, to the effect that reporters 
have the obligation ev: 5 days of reviewing cases over 60 days old, in 
order to learn what do ite are missing, the reasons for the delay, so 


that the 180 days atipuleced as the maximum are not exceeded, 


Narces Lopes (Palma Soriano) spoke about the initial topic brought up by 
Jose M, Castillo Ruts and added that it was important to take up the matter 
of provietonal prison with the provincial courte, He said that there are 
many cases in which citizens sentenced to provisional jail terme are ab- 
solved after 6 or 8 monthe and it te necessary to pay them a eum of money 
for the time spent in prison, They must later be reintegrated into soctety 
ae more workers, even after they have lost their jobs, Thie ia a rather 
serious problem because of the time lost in proceedings, 


The deputy from the Iele of Youth, Jesus Montane, ask that for a modifica- 
tion of the judgment with respect to the quality of work being done by the 
municipal courte so that the report would not remain ae is, In addition, 

he proposed that in the recommendations, a more thorough analyeia be made 

of the deficiencies, All of this was approved, 


Alfredo Guevara (Plaza) proposed a modification in another paragraph of the 
judgment, stating that one concept was not clearly expressed, 


Fidel spoke to request that a decision be made on the proposal of Alfredu 
Guevara and suggested that the committee that drafted the report be asked 
to provide a new draft, Roa said that it was possible that the committee 
itself might modify the paragraph in question “because it is obviously 
confusing and nebulous,"

supported Faustino Perez’ statement. 


On the other hand, Lionel Soto felt that the provision in the bill about 
discussion of the provincial budget bill in the provincial assemblies is 
appropriate now and in the future in relation to democratization of deci- 
sions that are made centrally. 


ie added that it is very important to hear the opinions of the territories, 
the party and the local people's government organs. 


He also said Uthat the fact that the discussions at any given moment are

He added that operational problems should never lead to setting aside 
principles. 


He continued that the principle of development of the construction of so- 
Clalism and communism imposes maximum participation of the citizens in all 
activities of state leadership. It also imposes maximum participation of 
the workers in the elaboration and execution of the plan, We have to work 
in that direction and anything we do not achieve will be a deficiency in

Immediately after, the speaker indicated that, consequently, the party as

He explained that this also refers to the operations of the representative 
assemblies of the country, the ANPP and the provincial assemblies.

te added Unat he agreed wilh Nuneg Jimenez bul explained that this law 
has different objectives, If the Law states that "they are obi.ged" and 
if how the slopes of hills or mountains should be sown is added, Lmmedi- 
ately after thie law was passed, all cultivations on the Sierra Maestra 
would have to be prohibited, This le one well-known and unfortunate ex- 
ample because part of the Sierra is being destroyed, He pointed out that 
tne law has a different objective and that was an observation he wanted to 
make about Nunez Jimenez' proposal, 


He said that when the law states that "they are obliged to adopt the moa- 
sures," then anyone who sows but does not sow as Nunez Jimenez said is ale 
ready violating this law, The objective of this law ie different, 


Raul explained that if a mining enterprise ruing a hill to mine ores, it te 
Obligated to rehabilitate it. If the Ministry of Construction digs a 
quarry or anything like that someplace and then abandons it, this is pro- 
hibited, It has to rehabilitate it. In some cases the state will pay for 
this out of the state budget as the law under discussion provides and in 
other cases the enterprises will pay. 


Jose Rh, Machado Ventura spoke up that the title of the law mentions land 
rehabilitation, When it refers to land, it is rehabilitation but when it 
refers to water, it speaks of preservation. Nunez Jimenez refers to pre- 
servation, In spite of agreeing with him, he questioned whether it would 
be appropriate in the law under discussion. 


Felix Duque asked to speak in order to explain that, in addition to the 
term "rehabilitate," the idea of "conservation" should be implicit in the 
law because rehabilitate means working on something that has already oc- 
curred, The spirit of the Law should tend to protect the land which is 
our principal wealth, our basic means of production. He added that it 
seems to him that the law was urgently needed but it did not really cover 
everything concerning the care and rational use of the land. 


Raul spoke again to repeat the objectives of the law. He explained that 

it ls necessary to ruin the hill in order to mine nickel from the mountains. 
It is necessary to take off the top soil to extract the nickel. He added 
that the objective of this law is that the enterprise that extracts re- 
sources from the land will be subsequently obl to return the top soil 
that it took off, sow pines again and pines will rise again. He repeated 
that that is the objective of the law. He indice «d that Nunez Jimenez’ 
proposal would have to be included in another law with another objective. 


Raul adasd that that is why the law does not say "protect" or what has to 
be protected. In order to mine nickel, it is necessary to hurt the hill. 
What should be avoided is for the person who hurts it to go away to an- 
other hill and leave behind that lunar landscape that we have in Nicaro, 
Moa, Mayari Abajo, etc, It is to prevent the builder who, by necessity, 
digs a quarry but then leaves the hole there or any other organization that 
destroys for a reason but afterward is not concerned with reconstructing. 
This is what the law wants to prevent. 
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Nunes Jlmenes dald he agreed with Raul as to the objective of Lhe law bul 
the title le a general title for land rehabilitation and water preserva 
Lion, Therefore, the general title of the law implies thal |t should con. 
cern ail those phenomena that alter the quality of the land, tle proposed 
that the title of the Law be more specific, 


Oemany Clenfuegos asked to speak to explain that thie bill came aboul pre. 
cCia#ely at Raul's request and in the beginning only referred to land rehabi- 
jitation, Later inland water preservation was included, 


Osmany said thal the objective of the law, as Raul had explained, ia a lie 
wited objective; it te for rehabilitation as had been explained, Naturally, 
Lhe assembly would eventually include a water law that would cover more 
than the text being discussed, It will aleo eventually have to have a law 
on land conservation, He said that if conservation were included, other 
thie would have to be included in the rest of the law; that is, to regu 
late how that is going to be supervised, In his opinion, if land conserva- 
tion were added as has been presented, the law under discussion would have 
Lo be postponed to make it more complete. 


Qumany added that perhaps the law under discussion could cover rehabilila- 
Lion and subsequent legislation could cover Nunez Jimenez' | jeas. 


Felix Duque spoke again to state that the law is necessary wil ile articles 
implicitly include some obligations of those who exploit the land. Al- 
though it Le true that geological ting, mineral exploitation, ex- 
traction of quarries, etc, have ted the land, the appropriate organi- 
zations are obliged to reconstruct these areas even if such damage is not 
even the tiniest part of the damage that has been done to our land histori- 
cally. He sald that there has been yy conspiracy against our land 
ever since the Spaniards disembarked which has lasted throughout the entire 
capitalist stage; we are still destroying the land now, 


He added emphatically that the country needs a land law thal really pre- 
serves the land. Some articles in the law under discussion reter to the 
need for cooperatives, state enterprises, etc, to become aware o! the 
problem, 


He added that the law includes land conservation even if it does not want 
to. He belleved that that could diaguise it eo he did not agree with the 
law iteelf, Also, asking the pardon of the comrades who were in charge of 
the bill, he thought that the Academy of Sciences, the Ministry of Agri- 
culture and the ANPP Agriculture and Livestock Committee should actively 
participate in writing the law. He stated that he believed that norm 
should be dictated for land exploitation, land mangement, and this law 
should include them, 









Nunez Jimenez spoke again to express his opinion that the solution lies in 
the title of the law. He proposed that it be called the bill for land 














retwolillatlon and walter preservation through industrial interve,.tlon, 
hie would leave all the fulure part on general use of water and land to @ 
possible future Law, 


Carlos Hafael Hodrigues spoke to call attention to the fact that what Nunes 
Jimeney just atated about Industrial intervention wae not totally exact 
since Articles 6, 7 and U mention "the land for agricultural use which le 
affected in the future by erosion or salinity" and Article U states thal 
"When the land for agricultural use te affected in the future as a conse} 
quence of other adverse natural phenomena or catastrophes," Therefore, 

nol juet industrial uses are being considered, He said that he understo. 
that the law wae a ueeful law and that ite diecusslon should not be sua- 
pended, Kather, the problema of land protection should be left for a Later 
law, tie added thal the problems presented correctly by Felix Duque and 
Nunes Jimenes are serious but he felt they should be discussed at another 
Lime, 


Jullo Camacho Aguilera stated that the recommendation and the bill should 
OLiLL be discussed because they do not a. all prevent subsequent work on 
the entire scope of conservation and protection of our land and our water, 
le repeated that that was not impeded and, therefore, what was in the law 
should continue to be discussed aince these are not only industrial ques- 
Lions, He said that he did not think it was inappropriate to exhaust the 
subject under diacussion and continue working on @ law thal could perhaps, 
When discussed, replace aspects of this law or even replace it in ite ene 
Lirety, However, the law being analyzed was a beginning; it beging Lo pro- 
Lect some damage thal le seen vently. 


relix Duque spoke again to — that it did not seem inappropriate to 
continue diecussing the law although {it particularly concerned him that it 
wae urgent for the country to have a law ating land use and manage- 
ment and that part of the articles of the bill being debated can meet this 
need to a degree, 


Naul Castro again apoke to explain that he fully agreed with Nunez Jimenez 
and that on many occasions, in different places in the country, he has 
commented on those matters, Therefore, he was fully in agreement with le- 
Lix Duque algo, 


Raul added that perhaps because he was born near the places that most Im 
pressed Nime-around the nickel mines--where he fought more than 20 years 
ago, he has been able to verify in the course of these years, especially 

in the past 20 years, the destruction that has occurred, He added that 
Duque, with reagon, sald that since the Spaniards arrived and also after 
the triumph of the revolution but, in truth, Lt le necessary to say that 

we have done great harm in some ways since the triumph of the revolution, 
lhe woret ta that we are not yet aware of thie because the capitaliate fre- 
quently did not comply with ir laws but they had them,

asked when we are going to stop this destruction, Raul said he frequently 
Vieille the Pinares de Mayar! and that there are some magnificent dairy 
‘arma and some magnificent genetic centers there because of the altitude 
and the climate, It ie said, as te true, that there le a mountain of mine 
erale there and that the excavators of the Nicaro mines will eventually 
arrive to begin to extract nickel, 


Haul commented that he has seen the extraction of ore from land and from 
4 helicopter, Tractora and bulldozers come, take off the top soll, throw 
it over a cliff, thereby hurting the vegetation under the slopes, dig 
thelr holes, take their nickel and go away, 






He explained that in coordination with 1 Cano, first secretary of the 
party in Holguin Vrovince, and with the istry responsible for those ac- 
Livities, in some places, inatead of pushing the top soll over the cliff, 

they Lake away ae much as necessary, extract their ore and then the trac~ 

Lore return to push the top soll on top again, 


te indicated that some plants were obtained which were not the typical

He emphasized that felix Duque was right in what he stated but he feared 
that another 10 years would pass and the Mayari plateau would be "eaten up," 
to clte only one example, and we would still be here waiting for Nunez Ji- 
menex' and Ouque's law, We would not have solved the problem, This is a 
‘iret slep, a6 was stated, He added that he was the one who proposed the 
law which was written in the executive committee of the Council of Minis- 
ters, distributed on three occasions and the opinions of many comrades 
gathered, Later the water part was included, Nevertheless, if someone in 
the ANPP committed himself--he thought that Nunez Jimenez and Duque might-- 
and the comrades of the corresponding committees to bring a complete law 
that included everything to the next session of the ANPP within 6 months, 
he would be willing to propose withdrawal of the law under discussion, 
Naturally, it would have to be in the next session of the ANPP. He pointed 
out that the law under discussion could be approved but if the commitment 
to bring @ complete law was made, it could be accepted that a law that 
covered everything would be taken to the assembly.

Duque again asked to speak, He said he agreed with Raul's statements and

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did not belleve that thie should not be approved because of Lhe .omnl tment 
Lo wrile @ more complete law but, on the contrary, Lt should be approved 
and we should commit ourselves also to bringing a more complete law to the 
next session, 


idel asked to speak to state that he felt Kaul's statements were more 
reasonable because otherwise Lt would be an incomplete law, He explained 
that the law under discussion had a clear objective but, as Carlos Rafael 
said, by adding water to Lt we have @ law on land rehabilitation and water 
protection but not land protection, 





Fidel sald that it seemed to him that an effort should be made to take a 
complete law on land preservation and rehabilitation and water preservat lon 
to the assembly and it should be one law, not two, The one law would be 
more complete with all those elements and would be presented to the next 
session, It would be a complete law that covers everything, not just the 
objective of the bill under debate, 


Joel Domenech spoke to explain that a mine law is being written which, in 
addition to what Raul correctly stated, includes how to protect the nonre- 
newable mineral wealth of our country. 


He sald that they were working on it to present it to the assembly in De- 
cember, to see if |t was possible to discuss it in December, He believed 
that it was appropriate to discuss this aspect of land protection and pro- 
tection of the mineral wealth at the same time and find the way they com- 
plement each other, 


Jose Ramirez Cruz spoke then and said that he felt the delay of this law 
under discussion was correct in order to make it more complete for all the 
reasons expressed, Also the National Park Law--on the Sierra Maestra--was 
recently approved, This meant that the Sierra Maestra plan has barely 
started, In fact, there are a number of limitations, a number of rules, 
that encourage many peagants to abandon the mountain because there are 

so many prohibitive things. They cannot sow, they cannot do some things 
they were doing and this stimulates an exodus. If we now approve another 
law without studying all its phenomena and there are more prohibitions, 
then we are going to encourage the exodus more, Therefore, he agreed to 
postpone the law, study all the factors that can influence it favorably 
or negatively and permit the additional 6 months to be used for political 
work with the masses on the need for this law. for all these reasons, he 
felt the delay was correct. 


Roa explained at that time that there is a prior consideration, related to 
a proposal derived from the one made by the commander in chief, that he 
considered it most appropriate and fruitful to suspend the discussion of 
this item on the agenda so that a seasoned law cou..' be taken to the as- 
sembly, technically elaborated and covering all aspects of water and land 
in general in our country as much as possible, He proposed a vote on the 
proposal and it was passed, |

prestige, ti our opinion, because of the way Lt le done and {ts contents," 


ie added; "| belleve that thle wae revealed yesterday when we heard the 
acoounte of the activity of the Supreme People's Tribunal and, to some de- 
wee, in the report on accounts of the Attorney General's Office, 


") have no doubt that it le present in the report on accounts for the pro- 
Vinclal and munictpal people's government work," 


Humberto veret indicated that Lt seemed to him that the report on accounts 
cannot be geen ao a almple fulfillment of a rite that we perform formally, 
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He gaid Lhat the report on accounts of the tribunal presented yerterday 
referred to quantitative aspects and did not properly evaluate Lhe quall- 
Lative aspects, He warned that the report on accounts of the people's gove 
ernment organs suffers from that same problem, There is a quantitative 
Liat without an evaluation, 


He gald that the report even has some nunbers that, when heard, can have 
opposite meanings, He asked what it means if there are more proposals in 
one place than in others, Ile the town where there are more proposals or 
less proposals working better? 


After explaining some other examples about the interpretations derived from 
the quantitative aspects reflected in the report, Humberto Perez stated 
that "the bare numbers are not going to tell us if the results of the work 
are good or bad," 


He stated; "It seems to ue that it le necessary to keep in mind why the 
people's governments were created and what they should report on," 


He stated that the report mentloned said only that there were so many meet- 
ings and 6o many people attended them, so many agreements were made, 80 
many were fulfilled and so many were not fulfilled. The standing comnit- 
tees had more or lees delegates, It is not mentioned whether they had non- 
delegates; that is, if th y incorporated the masses, not just delegates, 


Heiterating this point, he said that in the delegates' reports or in the 
report on accounts, something along this line occurs, ‘There is no mention 
of the contents of work of the people's governments. He added that it is 
necessary to report also on organic functioning but it 1a not the basic 
objective of the people's governments, 


He recalled that the people's governments were created as local organs of 
supreme state leadership in each territory and to exercise government over 
certain activities, He cited primary and intermediate education, public 
health, local transportation, retail and even wholesale commer'ce, construce 
tion of minor projects, sports, culture, recreation and supply as activi- 
ties over when they directly exercise government. They are very important 
Lo the people, 


He stated that the people's governments were created so that the resources 
of the country could be used more efficiently than by central state 
organi zations. 


"I belleve that a report on accounts should mention how these resources 
are being handled to answer these problems, This is the essence of the 
people's governments, [t should also mention what problems have arisen," 
Humberto Perez stated, 


He also mentioned that the people's governments have responsibility for: 
territorial planning; writing, executing and supervising the provincial 
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ind Municipal budwet; supervision of even national investments; diatri. 
bullion of meat products, not only for local activities but for all activi- 
Lies in the territory; distribution of labor resources; Lnapection of 
work; monetary circulation plan; and the so-called cash plan, 


He sald that the people's governments have a number of responsibilities 
Which are their reason for being, the essence of thelr existence, lhe re- 
port on accounts of the people's governments once a year should be based 
on Now they have functioned, 


le emphasized; "lhere might be a very great difference between what hap- 
pens in the report on accouits in the present form, which passes unnoe 
Liced at this meeting. It is very formally submitted to the considera- 
tion of the deputies and only a few opinions are given, The topics do nol 
provide much to talk about and the debate is over in a few minutes." 


Humberto Perez repeated that if the report on accounts referred to what it 
should refer to, in his opinion Lt would be necessary to devote a morning 
or a compleve day of the assembly to present the important matters thal 
concern the country. 


lle said that he was not referring to the mainly local problems which can 
be solved administratively but to problems that have general importance for 
the country, 


He emphasized: "For this reason, we dare to propose, if what we are saying 
is considered correct, that the Local People's Government Organs Commit Lee 
of the assembly, in coordination with the Office for Servicing Local Peo- 
ple's Government Organs headed by Faustino Perez and with the participa. 
tion of other national organizations that control the activities of the 
people's governments, (ind the form and aspects which should be Inc lLuded 

ln this report on accounts and do it correctly next time," 


He polnted out that the inventory of problems would be long but those that 
were more general, more significant, and could require decisions from the 
ANPP could be selected, 


In conclusion, he proposed that there be a statement by the assembly that 
there be an adequate and duly oriented “rmat for the next report on ac- 

counts with the participation of the izations to which he referred. 

Then 4 report on accounts would cover ...6 essential contents of the work 

of the provincial and municipal people's government organs. 


Deputy Luis Rodriguez spoke to say that he agreed "in general" with Hum 
berto Perez but he wanted to explain some aspects. 


He said that the report on accounts of the provincial people's government 
assemblies is made by following a guide issued by the presidency of the 
ANPP on the basis of 14 reports that 13 provinces and the Isle of Youth 
sent. The committee could make an evaluation on the basis of this data, 
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lie gaid: “The regull muat be thie aince It le based on the infurmation 
We’ have," 


He then noted that thie sane aseenbly had adopted an syreement that this 
Committee be in charge of analysing the internal functioning of the Local

Hodriwue added that Humberto Perez! statementea should be evaluated to

He concluded; "I agree with Humberto Perez and would have to review this

|\Text) The defense and interior minitatries hereby report that on the 
evening of 22 July a band of about 20 individuala came to Quilali and killed 
Companero Jose Leon Cornejo Salgado, an old aide of the Sandiniat National 
Liberation Front, Shortly after 0600 on 23 July the same group attacked the 
police atation, killing officer Justo Pastor Ibarra and a civilian who was 
under arrest. 


Afterwards the band awbushed a van of the agrarian reform inatitute, killing 
Juana Crug Centeno, 186, who wae from Leon and belonged to a peoples literacy 
arwy health brigade. The crime took place 5 km from Quilali on the road to 
Ocotal, Two civilians were aleo hurt, 


An armed forces patrol pursuing the band was ambushed, and Adolfo Cruz 
Montenegro was killed and Ayax Gonzalez Valvidia was wounded, The same band 
attacked a emall bue and robbed two civilians of their money. 


In view of these incidents, which have had the tragic result of three deaths, 
including a young girl who had generously devoted herself to improving the 
health of our people, and five wounded, two of them in serious condition, the 
armed forces have undertaken an operation to neutralize the band with the 
firm promise to be implacable in combat and implacable in victory in the

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NOKBERTO SILVERA RELATES TORTURE BY SANDINISTS

|Text| Norberto Silvera, a 26-year-old Panamanian from the City of David 
and former member of the Victortano Lorengo brigade has characterized the 
tortures to which he was subjected by membera of the Sandiniat National 
Liberation Army of Nicaragua as serious, tnhuman and not in line with the 
ideal of the struggle againat the Somoga dictatorship. 


Silvera, who had joined the brigade in May 1979, said that Dante's inferno 
is nothing compared to the tortures he suffered, Silvera participated in 
the Nicaraguan struggle with the Non de Guerre of Beto, He was a paramedic 
in Liberia where he received military training for 4 days, He worked in a 
rehabilitation huspital for wounded fighters who later would rejoin the 
struggle, 


Beto waid that after the victory they marched to Penas Blancas where they 
opened a clinic, From there they went to Virgen, Sapoa and Rivas where they 
opened the Laviana Garcia Hospital, From there they went to Managua where 
he enlisted in the army and was assigned to the German Pomares Base, 


Silvera began hie narration of the tortures he had suffered, since the time 
of his arrest on 15 December on charges of being a member of brazil's in- 
telligence service, by stating: "I unselfishly went to help the people of 
Nicaragua so that they would no longer be repressed by the Somoga dictator- 
ship. I rieked my life going to Eateli where | secured medicine to cure the 
wounded, Before | was arrested | was assigned to the Interior Ministry and 
given a job in the Modelo de Tipitapa Prison, The warden of this prison 
was Felipe Arguello who was always asking me vague and i1l-intentioned ques- 
tions," 


The former guerrilla paramedic added; "I was first tortured when | was in a 
cell where | had to work without food for 3 days, Later came a man by the 
name of Federico Lopez who questioned me and hit me several times with a 
-45-caliber pistol, including one blow on the head that produced a cut,"
